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SUPERINTENDENT’S REPORT 
To the Plainfield School Board and Citizens: 


I am pleased to submit herewith my seventeenth 
report on the conditions of the Plainfield Schools. Much 
of the material is set down here for future reference 
in order that information may be had when needed. 


There are, this year, seven teachers in Plainfield, 
two of whom are new, namely Frederick Aldrich and 
Beatrice Spalding and teaching for the first time. 


The increase in the enrollment is notable in the 
two village schools. Since it is difficult for a teacher to 
accomplish the proper amount of work necessary for 
advancement if the number of children is over thirty 
and since the size of the rooms do not allow more than 
thirty children in any degree of security or comfort, it 
has been necessary to make arrangements to take care 
of grades seven and eight at Meriden by opening the 
old school building. For this room we expected to have 
about twenty-two to twenty-five children and Mr. Fred- 
erick Aldrich, a graduate from Keene in 1949 was en- 
gaged for this work. The eighth grade pupils at the Plain 
village preferred to attend Windsor Junior High and 
since transportation was available the Board decided to 
pay tuition for these as against paying transportation to 
the Meriden school. There are four children in this group, 
leaving grades one to seven in the Plain school, with a 
total enrollment of sixty-five at the present time. 


At the Meriden grade school there are sixty pupils 
in grades one through six; approximately thirty in each 
room. At East Plainfield there are now grades one 
through six with about seventeen children. The only 
school with eight grades is Methodist Hill which had, 
in September, nine pupils but the enrollment has in- 
creased to thirteen since that time. The September en- 
rollment for each school will be found in another place. 


The anticipated enrollment for the next school year 
will give us, for the Meriden and Plain schools, in grades 
one to three respectively thirty and twenty-six pupils 
each and in grades four through six twenty-seven and twen- 
ty-four pupils respectively. These are numbers which can 
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be taught quite profitably in the two buildings. There 
will be left, at Meriden grades seven and eight with 
fifteen pupils and at the Plain, in the same two grades 
nineteen. You can readily see that if these are added to 
either room that the numbers would be more than can 
be accommodated, hence the problem for grades seven 
and eight is as acute if not more so than one year ago. 


The state aid, due to a cut back by the legislature 
has been reduced from $12,131.11 to $2,866.50 and the 
consequent increase in tax rate, I am sure, has been 
noted by everyone. 


We are not paying our teachers up to the state 
average and it will be disastrous to attempt to make 
any reduction in the budget through a cut in teachers’ 
salaries. Other items are so small that it will be difficult 
to make any saving by attempting to cut these but minor 
repairs can be reduced somewhat. Transportation for 
high school pupils is an item which might come in for 
consideration but are not the parents of these children 
and the children themselves entitled to an equal oppor- 
tunity with children who happen to live in Claremont 
or Windsor where high schools are available to all? 


The Board and I both regret that it was necessary 
to open the old school at Meriden and we hope that 
something in the way of improvements at the Plain 
and the Meriden schools or some development in con- 
solidation may come about soon. 


We have been able to employ, this year, Mrs. Angelo 
DePalma, R. N., to look after the health and examina- 
tion of the children in the schools. She is following the 
line of work done by Mrs. Hull. who was our school 
nurse last year. At this time there has not been any 
epidemic but a few stray cases of mumps and such. A 
statistical report of the school nurse’s work is listed 
on another page. 


In the fall of 1948, for three days in November 
the teachers attended a workshop for elementary teach- 
ers. This was conducted by the State Board of Educa- 
tion and was held in one of the Lebanon schools in co- 
operation with the Lebanon and Grantham teachers. 
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Sufficient advantage came from this meeting so that 
a like workshop was again attended by our teachers in 
Hanover this year at the very first week of school. Every- 
one seemed to feel that considerable profit was realized. 
There will be found elsewhere in this report the names 
of the children in high school, the graduates of the eighth 
grade and the census figures taken in September from 
birth through the fifteenth birthday. This census may 
be helpful in determining what we need to plan for en- 
rollment. 


I take this opportunity to express my appreciation 
to the School Board members, parents, other citizens and 
especially to the teachers and children of the Plainfield 
schools for helpfullness and other considerations.

REPORT OF THE 
CONSOLIDATED SCHOOL COMMITTEE 


Pursuant to the vote of the 1949 School District 
meeting, architectural plans have been completed under 
the Committee’s direction for the following: 


a. Additions to Meriden and Plainfield Schools 
(Piamel) 


b. Plainfield Central School (Plan II) 
ec. Two-town Consolidated School (Plan III) 


These architectural drawings will be on view at the 
School District meeting, and thereafter one set of draw- 
ings will be on file with the School Board, and another 
set on file with the building committee (if appointed). 


Recent estimates of the costs of the three plans are 
approximately the same as given last year. Additions to 
the Meriden and Plainfield schools (Plan I), drawn to 
_ meet the requirements of the State Board of Education 
and giving adequate space and facilities for all children 
now in school, would cost approximately $53,000. This 
arrangement calls for two extra rooms added to each 
schoolhouse, of wood frame construction. 


A Central School for the Town (Plan II), including 
six classrooms with a kitchen, of cinder block and brick 
construction, would cost approximately $112,000. From 
this the figure of $12,000 may be deducted for the sale of 
existing school buildings, leaving a total net cost of about 
$100,000. 


Plainfield’s share of the construction costs of a two- 
town school (Plan III) to include a gymnasium, kitchen 
and a total of 10 classrooms, also of cinder block and 
brick construction, remains at about the same figure as 
last year, namely $72,000, after deducting the sale value 
of existing school buildings. 


In view of the drastic reduction of State Aid to 
Schools, and the resulting higher local tax rate, the Com- 
mittee does not feel that any of these three plans should 
be acted upon at the present time. None of them is within 
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our present means, and only two of them (additions to 
existing schools, and the Two-town school) are within 
the limits prescribed by law for bonding the Town. (The 
N. H. Consolidated School Act would allow the bonding 
of Plainfield, at present property valuations, only to the 
extent of $80,000.) 


As was the case at this time last year, the two most 
important factors in the general school situation continue 
to be, first, the ever-increasing school-child population, 
and second, the promise of Federal Aid for school build- 
ing construction. As regards the former, the school-child 
population, the picture is as black, if not blacker than 
last year. Throughout the United States, the Bureau of 
Census expects an increased school enrollment of 30% 
during the next few years, and apparently the antici- 
pated figure for New Hampshire is even higher. In its 
issue of January, 1950, the ‘New Hampshire Taxpayer’’ 
presents the situation with these words: “‘Only scattered 
planning is now being done to face one of the largest 
and most serious situations facing New Hampshire local 
government, —the probable growth of public school at- 
tendance in the lower grades of 50% over pre-war levels 
within the next five years’’. Both the Bureau of Census 
and the State Board of Education base their statistics on 
the birthrate, but in Plainfield we have the added special 
problem of families with many children moving into 
Town from the surrounding industrial towns. Even during 
the past year, many houses formerly occupied by one 
or two persons have changed ownership to become the 
homes for families of several children of school or pre- 
school age. In Plainfield the birthrate is not the only 
factor. 


Considerable space in the Committee’s report last 
year was devoted to State and Federal Aid for school 
building construction. Whereas no bill has yet been 
passed, it is apparent that Federal Aid, necessary in our 
opinion before Plainfield can consider any construction 
whatsoever, is closer than ever. Last year there were only 
a few bills on the subject before Congress, whereas this 
year the number has grown to almost fifty. The majority 
of the bills provide for matching local communities on a 
dollar-for-dollar basis, with no strings attached, pro- 
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vided plans have been approved by State Educational 
authorities. In this respect, the Committee feels that last 
year’s appropriation has been wisely spent in the com- 
pletion of detailed, State-approved architectural plans 
for school building construction in Town. As and when 
Federal Aid is made available, Plainfield will be in a 
position to make immediate application for funds with 
which to carry out whatever building plan is approved 
by the voters at the time. 


The policy of the N. H. State Board of Education, 
based on years of experience, strongly favors the con- 
solidation of small school districts into larger ones, both 
as a means of economy and a method of obtaining better 
educational standards. A Two-town school unit still ap- 
pears to be the best solution to Plainfield’s problem. 


We wish to express our appreciation to Mr. William 
Platt, of Cornish and New York City, the architect who 
drew the plans, for generously devoting so much of his 
time free of charge in cooperating with the Committee 
and in conferring with the State Board of Education.
